Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant has amended claim 16 and claim 20 to include the previous objected limitation 
and claim 16-20 and 22-23 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest either in singularly or in combination 
the following limitations and other elements in the claims: 

References Werner et al. and Artmann et al. do not disclose: 

• The diaphragm has an internal oxide layer and a nitride layer formed on the 
internal oxide layer. 

• The diaphragm is formed from an internal oxide layer. 
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Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
application and claim 16-20 and 22-23 are allowed.
